Local legislators lash out at Wilmington 
Selectman Michael McCoy for bridge opposition

WOBURN — Several state 
legislators, including State 
Rep. James Dwyer (D-Wo- 
burn), recently chastised 
veteran Wilmington Select- 
man Michael McCoy for 
coming out in opposition to 
the New Boston Street bridge 
project. 

During a 25 percent design 
phase public hearing in City 
Hall, McCoy, addressing Mass. 
Department of Transportation 
(MassDOT) manager Paul 
King and other consultants 
working on the bridge plans, 


insisted he and other officials 
in Wilmington were never noti- 
fied the project is moving for- 
ward. 

McCoy further characterized 
the proposal, which would re- 
establish a decades-lost traffic 
connection between Anderson 
Regional Transportation Cen- 
ter (RTC) in East Woburn and 
an industrial section of North 
Woburn, as one he intends to 
fight on behalf of his con- 
stituents. 

“A couple of words come to 
me this evening: Shock and 
awe,” said McCoy, who claims 
he learned about the public 


hearing in Woburn after read- 
ing an article in the Wil- 
mington Town Crier, a publi- 
cation affiliated with The Dai- 
ly Times Chronicle. 

“By opening that bridge, 
you’re going to open up traf- 
fic all along Wilmington’s 
[section of Route 38 by 
Eames and Lowell Streets]. 
It will be like driving during 
a winter storm all year long, 
if that bridge opens up,” the 
Wilmington official added. 

McCoy intends to ask his 
peers on the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen to for- 
mally protest the project, a 
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vote which Woburn’s leaders 
say would violate a 2007 
agreement signed by officials 
from both neighboring com- 
munities. 

According to King, the des- 
ignated project manager for 
the New Boston Street 
bridge, some $14 to $17 mil- 
lion in state and federal fund- 
ing has already been secured 
for the proposed three-span 
structure over a set of MBTA 
tracks by Commerce and 
Presidential Way.

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School Committee approves Program of Studies »

WILMINGTON — At the 
latest School Committee 
meeting, high school princi- 
pal Linda Peters presented 
on the changes in the WHS 
Program of Studies for the 
2017-2018 school year. 

The school is eliminating 
their College Preparatory B 
courses because there are 
only three core courses 
taught at that level and the 
school is moving toward more 
inclusive instructional prac- 
tices. The courses are going 
from College Prep A and B to 
just College Prep, plus the 
honors and AP levels. 

The schools have also had 
to delete their Introduction 
to Sign Language course as 
well as their Woodwinds 
course, though there are still 
alternative options for stu- 
dents to receive instruction

for both. 

“For Introduction to Sign 
Language, we are offering 
online opportunities for that 
as well as workshop storing 
our interdisciplinary block 
for sign language, as we just 
are not able to find a certi- 
fied teacher to teach the 
course, and we’re down to a 
.4 position as it was. (There- 
fore), it’s difficult to. find 
someone who is certified 
and will take that position. 
We’ve also had ‘to eliminate 
our Woodwinds course and 
it’s just not. possible to 
schedule it with the shared 
staff, as we only have one 
staff member in the district 
that can teach it, and she 
just can’t do it during the 
time we can offer it. But she 
is offering it as an after 
school activity, so it is still 
continuing,” explained 
Peters. 

There will also be many 
new additions that the high 
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school will be offering in the 
coming school year. There 
will be a Senior Internship 
Seminar during the second 
half of the year in which the 
third quarter students will 
be taking a course and then 
for the fourth quarter they 
would be out participating in 
internships. 

“We are trying to grow [the 
Senior Internship Program], 
so we have more clarifica- 
tion on the criteria. We’ve 
changed the criteria a little 
bit to be a little bit more 
inclusive, and some of the 
requirements now are listed 
and responsibilities are list- 
ed as well, so I think that the 
seniors will have much more 
detailed information as to 
how to get into this pro- 
gram,” said Peters. 

A Foundations of Writing 
class is being added for 
freshmen and sophomores. 
Underclassmen have expres- 
sed an interest in the Ex- 


pository Writing class which 
is also offered, but teachers 
have expressed that it is not 
the right place for the 
younger students because 
between all four years there 
is such a wide range of lev- 
els in the student’s writing, 
so they are adding Founda- 
tions of Writing for the 
younger students. 

There are also going to be 
new additions to the AP pro- 
gram in the coming year. 
There will be AP Statistics 
as well as an AP Biology Lab 
and AP Chemistry Lab. The 
hope is that students in AP 
Bio. and AP Chem. will take 
the labs as a co-requisite. 

This past year there were 
two Introduction to Theater 
classes, and neither of them 
had a large enrollment, so 
only one will be kept, and the 
other will be replaced by 
Introduction to Musical Thea- 
ter and Introduction to Music 
Theory and Arranging, both

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Threatened to burn down mosque 
Keogan pleads 
guilty to making threats 


BOSTON (AP) — A Massa- 
chusetts man has pleaded 
guilty to threatening to burn 
down New England's largest 
mosque and making other 
threats against Muslims. 

Patrick Keogan, of Wil- 
mington, entered _ guilty 
pleas Tuesday to four federal 
charges, including threaten- 
ing to injure and intimidate 
another person and to dam- 
age and destroy a building. 

Prosecutors say Keogan 
posted an image depicting a 
mosque in flames on the 
Islamic Society of Boston Cul-

tural Center's Facebook page 
in 2015 with the message: 
"Burn your local mosque." 

Authorities say he posted 
the same image on the Is- 
lamic Society of Northeast- 
ern University's Facebook 
page and made other state- 
ments supporting mosque 
burning. 

Sentencing is scheduled for 
May 15. Under a plea agree- 
ment, prosecutors are rec- 
ommending a sentence of up 
to 4 years and 9 months. 

Keogan's lawyer declined 
to comment.

All Friday night, the crew 
battled on. Saturday, fagged 
and tired, they found no re- 
ilease,as calls kept coming into 
-the office, about this street and 
\that-road. Most of the calls 
-were from people who were 
-very ¢onsiderate, but in a few 
\cases, sharp words came over 
cthe telephone. 

+ Plowing the streets of Wil- 
mington isn’t exactly the eas- 
iest kind of work that trucks 
shave.to do. Something would 
~happen, and one by one, the 
trucks; were retired to the 
garage, unable to continue. 
rhe: first breakdown was a 
‘dale Avenue. The Tree De- 
gpartment truck, equipped 
\with,a,winch, went down and 
dreed: the stuck truck, but 
coroke its own axle in the 
process, and had to retire 


and finally it was good only 
for daylight hours. 

The 1946 Dodge, in the 
Water Department, sheared 
the bolts holding one wheel, 
and was out of the fight for 
some hours, until the bolts 
could be replaced. Old No. 1, 
the oldest truck in the High- 
way Department, had to 
retire, too. 

Late Saturday evening, the 
crews straggled into the 
Highway Department ga- 
rage, one by one. Bill Babine, 
the tree warden, was an- 
swering the phone. 

“Here’s a call from Roose- 
velt Road,” he said. “Who 
can do it?” 

Glazed and weary eyes 
nodded, but only in assent. 
Out to the truck went one of 
the crews, and off they start- 
ed for Roosevelt Road. 

Another call. came in. The 
telephone just didn’t stop 
ringing. This time, it was 
Garden Avenue. Your report- 
er climbed into the truck 
with two operators. Let’s 
just call them Willy and Joe. 

The truck was a powerful 
International, with five for- 
ward speeds. The hydraulic 
line for the brakes was bro- 
ken. In fact, it was now bro- 
ken for the second time that 
day. Once before, a slipping 
tire chain had thrashed out, 
cutting the line. It had been 
repaired. Now, for the second 
time, the truck was without 
brakes, except for the emer- 
gency brake. Your reporter 
was pressed into duty as the 
“brakeman.” Willy drove and

District Security Team 
provides guidance 
for school safety, needs 


TEWKSBURY — _ The 
Tewksbury Public Schools 
District Security Team pro- 
vides guidance, direction 
and input pertaining to the 
safety needs for the students 
and staff of the district. 

“The District Security 
Team is in integral part of 
the Tewksbury Public 
Schools. Their efforts make 
the educational process 
safer for both staff and the 
children. The team ap- 
proach working with the 
town’s departments is a ben- 
efit to all”, said Super- 
intendent of Schools Chris 
Malone. 

Working together with the 
Tewksbury Police, Fire, 
School District, TPS School 
Committee members and the 
School Superintendent and 
other local and state agencies, 
the’ Security Team imple- 
ments safety drills, work- 
shops, training, and other 
school safety initiatives. Some 
of the initiatives developed 
and implemented are ALICE 
training and drills, building 
evacuations, bomb threats, 
bus evacuations, lockdowns, 
lockouts, building security 
ineluding video monitoring 
upgrades. Over the last three 
years, the district has con- 


ducted 111 drills of all types. 

Tewksbury Police Detective 
Andre Gonzales who led the 
ALICE training for the 
Tewksbury Public Schools 
stated, “The cooperation be- 
tween the school department, 
the District Security Team, 
the Tewksbury School Com- 
mittee and the Tewksbury 
Police Department was out- 
standing. We started the 
process at a School Commit- 
tee meeting where we re- 
ceived 100 percent support. I 
am very proud of the commu- 
nity and the people in charge 
of our community. For exam- 
ple, without Chief Tim Shee- 
han’s initial support, the 
ALICE initiative would never 
have begun in Tewksbury. 
Tewksbury is a model for 
other districts to follow”. 

Developed and improved 
over time, the “Green Book” 
is issued to all staff that 
includes scenarios of critical 
incidents such as natural dis- 
asters, missing children, and 
bomb threats. 

The District Security Team 
meets monthly to review and 
establish drills, create table- 
top scenarios for better cri- 
sis decision-making and to 
address immediate needs of 
the district.

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Standardized testing 


a ‘weak’ way to evaluate.

Evaluating individual 
students through standard- 
ized tests is a poor means 
with damaging  conse- 
quences and should be 
replaced with perform- 
ance-based assessments. 

Education serves a spe- 
cific purpose; to better our 
minds. How can it be ful- 
filled under the circum- 
stances that now exist? 


Students spend the better 
part of their early life in a 
classroom, submitting to a 
continuous set of exams, 
which give preparations 
for further exams, to then 
finally graduate to bigger 
things, constantly strug- 
gling and striving for the 
highest marks. 

Through a strict series of 
standardized tests, you 
form the impression that 
there is a single, valid 
answer for all of the prob- 
lems of the modern world. 
You are taught not to think 
logically or creatively but 
to memorize and recite. 

As a student, you steadily 
lose interest in the differ- 
ent subjects you are being 
taught. Education is sup- 
posed to set a foundation 


for your future. Through 
the system of standardized 
testing, it fails. 

Initially, | standardized 
tests are put in place to a 
measure a student’s pro- 
gress and performance. 
These tests examine what 
the individual has learned 
and what the teacher has 
taught. But all they do is 
create a weak representa- 
tion of both. 

An interesting truth 
about standardized tests is 
that a typical student can 
take the same test twice 
and, each time, receive dif- 
ferent scores. You must 
question the accuracy of 
such a test? 

If you search the shelves 
of a library, you will find a 
selection of books on 
preparation for different 
standardized tests: college 
entrance exams, required 
graduation tests, and any 
number of others. The 
focal point of each of these 
guides is how to prepare

resentative insisted con- 
struction is all but assured 
to move forward, though the 
design team will take Wil- 
mington’s concerns about 
traffic issues into considera- 
tion as plans are being final- 
ized between now and the 
beginning of 2019. 

“The bridge is here. It has 
an impact and it’s not [be- 
ing] done in a vacuum. Now 
we will work to mitigate 
those concerns,” said the 
MassDOT engineer. “This 
project provides much more 
public benefit than negative 
impacts, but nothing is ever 
perfect. We don’t dismiss or 
negate the need to look at all 
impacts.” 


Long time coming 


Local officials have been 
pushing for decades to re- 
build the bridge, which is 
expected to pull thousands of 
vehicles off of large swaths of 
Route 38, School Street, and 
Merrimac Street in North 
Woburn, as well as other 
commuters trying to get to 
the other side of New Boston 
Street by using Mishawum 
Road, Industrial Way, and 
Ryan Road in East Woburn. 

Dating back to 1830, the 
original bridge was de- 
stroyed in a fire in 1977. 
Since that time, commercial 
activity and development 
has boomed in the industrial 
centers of North Woburn and 
Commerce Way, and city 
leaders have insisted recon- 
necting both sides of New 
Boston Street is key to en- 
couraging even further 
investment. 

Since at least 2004, the 
project has slowly garnered 
support from state officials, 
including the backing of the 
Metropolitan Area Planning 


Council (MAPC) in 2005. In 
2012, MassDOT similarly 
convened a public hearing 
on previous 25 percent 
design-documents, but with- 
out a funding guarantee, 
those plans were shelved. 

In 2015, some $14-to-$17 mil- 
lion in state and federal 
grants were secured for the 
project, which is expected to 
break ground in 2021. 

Following McCoy’s criti- 
cism of the bridge plans at 
the recent meeting, both 
Dwyer and State Sen. Ken- 
neth Donnelly (D-Arlington) 
blasted the Wilmington sel- 
ectman for his suggestion 
that the neighboring town 
had no idea the project was 
moving forward. 


Past support 


Labeling that commentary 
as disingenuous, Dwyer in- 
sisted that McCoy had him- 
self publicly supported the 
project, as had a host of 
other Wilmington officials. 
According to the state legis- 
lator, he was a member of 
Woburn’s City Council in 
2007, when officials from the 
neighboring town, in a pre- 
carious spot with half of its 
water supply contaminated, 
inked an agreement in which 
Wilmington officials prom- 
ised not to oppose the 
bridge’s reopening. 

In exchange, Woburn’s 
leaders agreed not to contest 
a proposed MWRA connec- 
tion to Wilmington, in which 
a new water main was in- 
stalled along some of the 
city’s busiest traffic corri- 
dors, including Washington 
Street and Presidential Way. 

“It comes as a shock to 
hear what Mr. McCoy just 
said. Years ago, in 2007, I 
was on the City Council. 
Wilmington desperately 
needed a hookup for water, 


and we allowed that line to 
go up Presidential. Way,” 
Dwyer recalled. 

In fact, McCoy did endorse 
the project even before 2007, 
as he was on the Board of 
Selectmen in 2004, when the 
neighboring town officials 
voted 4-to-1 in support of the 
bridge. 

However, during the most 
recent meeting, McCoy’ told 
the gathering his position 
had changed in light’ of sey- 
eral new developments. in 
the area, including the~pro- 
posed reuse of the old Olin 
Chemical site into a rail- 
road-to-truck transportation 
and loading terminal. 

The planned redevelop- 
ment of the 50-plus acre site 
off Eames Steet, which is 
contaminated with a plume 
of subsurface pollution that 
has poisoned the area’s 
groundwater supply, is right 
in the area that would be 
served by the New Boston 
Bridge connection. 

“I totally get it that Woburn’s 
mayor and aldermen support 
the opening of the New Boston 
Street bridge,” said McCoy, 
who referred to Mayor Scott 
Galvin as a “classy guy.” “But 
a lot has happened over the 
past 13 years. Development 
has picked up considerably in 
Woburn. The opening of that 
bridge makes it easier) for 
New England Transrail ie 
open.” 

According to Dwyer and 
other city officials, Woburn 
also suffers from its. fair 
share of traffic coming from 
Wilmington, especially vehi- 
cles heading into North: Wo: 
burn towards major job: cen:

Wildcats eliminated from 
state tournament contention 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - For the 
second time in three years 
and for just the sixth time in 
the past 26 years, the 
Wilmington High School 
boys' hockey team will not 
be participating in the state 

tournament. 

The Wildcats played a 
dreadful game losing to the 
last place Wakefield club, 4- 
1, last Wednesday, before 
playing pretty well for most 
of the game on Monday 
night before two ill-advised 
penalties in the final two 
minutes led Medfield to a 
power play goal. That 
allowed the Warriors to 
skate off the Ristuccia Rink 
with a 3-2 victory in a game 
that Wilmington had to 
have. 

“That's the season in a nut- 
shell, right there,” said head 
coach Steve Scanlon. “The 
game is for the taking earli- 
er in the game, we're doing 
a real good job in the third 
(period) and then we take a 
couple of real selfish penal- 
ties. The second one, he was 
trying to make a play (so 
that. wasn't as_ selfish). 
There's not much to say 
after this one. 

“We got unlucky when 
Danny (Woods) had that 
shot go off the bar. It's the 
same thing over and over. 
We get chances (to score). 
We overskate chances, we 
don't get pucks to the net 
and we get nothing from the 
defensemen. Nothing comes 
through from the point.

The two losses. puts 
Wilmington at 4-9-4 overall. 
With three games left on the 
season against Stoneham on 
Wednesday with results not 
known as of presstime, 
Burlington on Saturday and 
Tewksbury next Wednesday, 
the four wins is the lowest 
total since Scanlon's first- 
year of 1991-'92 when that 
team finished at 3-11-2, while 
competing in the Merrimack 
Valley Conference. The next 
season, '92-'93, the team 
won five games. 

“That's it, we have been 
eliminated and that's a 
shame,” said Scanlon, who 
has a career mark of 325-181- 
13 since coming on before 
that 1991-'92 season. “In my 
mind, that team is a state 
tournament team. We lost 
games that we were easily 
in control of and then we 
come back against real good 
opponents and play great.” 

Of the team's nine losses, 
six have come by one goal, 
two have come by two goals 
and then the 4-1 loss to 
Wakefield. In 17 games, the 
Wildcats have scored just 33 
goals, averaging less than 
two per game, while defen- 
sively this has been one of 
the team's best seasons giv- 
ing up just 37 goals.
